WHY  ? 


I  ani  always  ^^inazod  anew  when  that  puckish  little  thing  we  call 
"memory'*  recalls  so,e  event  long  since  thought  forgotten,  and  oft 'times 
best  forgotten,  out  of  the  dusty  archives  of  the  past.  The  slowly  curling 
flames  of  a  brush  fire  on  a  damp  dismal  day  always  bring  back  to  me  the 
damp  dismal  days  of  boyhood  when  we  strove  mightily  to  wrest  enough  of 
a  flame  from  moist  brush  and  wood  to  impart  to  a  potato  a  nicely  scorched 
jacket.

Or  maybe  we  just  thought  VJhy  bother?  ^That  I  do  know  is 
this  —  that  from  that  day  on,  I  did  my  own  work;  I  took  my  own 
examinations;  I  fought  my   ovm  battles  to  a  finish.  From  then  on,  even 
though  I  had  to  turn  in  la.tc  cr  incomplete  w^rk  and  suffer  the  penalties, 
my  work  was  my  ov/n;  I  knew  that  my  knowledge  was  my  own  and  could  not  be 
taken  away  from  me;  I  was  at  ease  in  my  mind. 

Ah!  YiisI  I  railed  at  the  unfairness  of  the  grading  system  too,  a 
sj'^stem  vrhich  aopp-rently  gave  the  cheaters  a  better  record  -  on  paper- 
than  I  had.  But  what  I  knew,  I  khew;  it  was  not  stored  away  in  some 
dusty  book.  I  knev;  I  could  hold  my  own  in  my  chosen  field  with  others 
of  equal  prepai^ation.  That  is  the  feeling  the  copier  and  the  cheater 
can  never  have.  Take  your  choice  and  be  v/ise  lest  in  other  years  that 
puckish  little  thing  come  back  to  plague  you.

Doc  in  the  living 
jt:.er8onification  of  Gray's  i^ianual.   .«ith  all  this,  there  yet  remains  ample 
room  for  a  fine  sense  of  humor  v;hich  he  frequently  displays.  These  facte  hare 
are  incomplete  because  he  is  the  l^..st   one  to  tell  you  of  his  uccomplishments.

PERSHinG    RIFLES 


The  piarpose  of  the  Pershing  Rifles  is  to  develop  a  good  drill  team 
of  men  who  are  interested  in  the  military  part  of  the  cuiriculum  here  at 
school.
